Mr  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I beg  to  submit  the  Annual.  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  circum- 
stances of  the  Borough  for  I96I  including  a report  on  the  Port  Health 
Area. 


The  mid-year  population  was  estimated  to  be  12,950  being  an  increase 
of  470  on  the  previous  year,  while  the  corrected  birth  and  death  rates  of 
17*0  and  12.0  respectively  are  to  be  con^ared  with  that  of  England  and 
Wales  which  are  17*4  and  12.0.  Eight  infant  deaths  occurred  of  which  five 
were  in  the  first  week  and  seven  of  the  total  were  either  due  to  premat'urity 
or  congenital  defects. 

The  heavy  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was  due  to  526  cases  of 
measles  out  of  a total  of  555  notifications. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  polionyelitis  notified  since  1957  and  a 
major  step  forv/ard  in  prophylaxis  occurred  during  the  year  with  the  intro- 
duction of  the  oral  vaccine.  All  persons  from  6 months  to  40  years  cf  age 
can  be  effectively  vaccinated  by  taking  three  doses  of  the  oral  vaccine  on 
luEp  sugar  at  intervals  of  4 - 8 v/eeks.  It  is  also  anticipated  that  a 
measles  vaccine  may  be  available  within  a few  years  and  this  will  be  greatly 
appreciated  by  parents  because  the  disease,  though  generally  mild  in  character, 
is  highly  infectious  dioring  epidemic  periods  causing  disruption  of  home  and 
school  life. 

The  number  of  Tuberculosis  notifications  keeps  lovi  and  for  the  fourth 
consecutive  year  there  have  been  no  deaths  attributed  to  the  disease. 

The  Council  are  to  be  congratulated  on  inaugurating  a pilot  scheme  of 
paper  sack  refuse  collection  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  extended  to  the 
whole  Borough.  The  members  are  well  aware  of  the  public  health  advantages 
of  the  system. 

Proposals  for  repairs  and  new  v/orks  at  the  slaughterhouse  by  a v/hole- 
saler  of  meat  will,  when  in  full  production  require  the  staff  to  put  in  the 
equivalent  of  about  three  days  meat  inspection  each  week. 

The  offensive  trades  again  during  the  year  caused  many  con^laints 
especially  from  a neighbouring  village  and  I v/ish  to  express  my  thanks  to 
Dr  Hockin,  H.M.  Alkali  Inspector  for  his  expert  advice. 

I must  thank  the  small  Public  Health  staff  for  their  couirtesy  and  keen— 
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ness  thii'oughou-b  the  year  and  «>specially  Ivir  R.  A.  0.  Baii5)ton  on  whose  ability 
and  tact  I must  necessarily  put  much  reliance. 

I also  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  their  tolerance  and  suggestions  throu^out  the  year.

During  the 
year  22  houses  were  demolished.  The  net  increase  in  habitable  houses  was 
80.

INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


NOTIFICATION 

The  nunber  of  infectious  disease  cases  notified  during  I96I  was  555^ 
being  490  more  than  in  the  previous  year,  i.e.  63  cases  in  i960. 

Measles  accounted  for  326  notifications*  All  the  cases  were  mild 
and  all  were  hursed  at  home. 


GENERAL

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

Local  Authority  Health  Services  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act

SECTION  VI 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 


During  the  year  there  have  been  no  major  extensions  to  the  water  main 
within  the  Borough  but  there  have  been  minor  extensions  to  take  in  new 
residential  development  at  Lov«rer  Road  and  continued  esjpansion  of  the 
Davington  Court  Estate* 

Thirty -four  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  Paversham  Water  Company 
mains  were  all  reported  as  of  excellent  bacteriological  quality*  Two 
san^jles  taken  for  chemical  examination  were  also  reported  as  satisfactory* 

Of  a total  cf  A-,724  houses  ten  houses  and  three  factories  still  rely 
on  wells  or  private  supplies*  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  when  sewerage 
facilities  become  available  for  the  three  factories  it  v/ill.  be  possible  to 
arrange  a main  water  supply* 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWSRAG-B 


During  the  year  preliminary  preparations  of  the  lysing  Wood  drainage 
scheme  were  coii^jleted  and  placed  before  the  Coimcil*  The  scheme  was 
approved  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year  was  sent  out  to  tender*  It  is 
anticipated  that  the  scheme  \7ill  commence  and  be  cocpleted  during  19^2* 

The  survey  of  the  sewers  in  the  central  area  of  the  Borough  was 
continued  during  the  year  in  order  to  find  out  the  degree  of  infiltra- 
tion taking  place* 

Although  there  was  no  major  extensions  to  the  sewers  within  the 
Borough,  minor  additions  have  taken  place  in  order  to  provide  for  the 
residential  developments  in  the  Davington  Court  Estate  and  Lower  Road 
Estate  * 

During  the  year  considerable  trouble  has  arisen  from  time  to  time 
with  blocked  private  drains  and  sewers.  These  combined  drains  may 
involve  as  many  as  up  to  twelve  to  fifteen  houses*  The  difficulty 
arises  in  placing  responsibility  for  the  blockages  and  recovering  costs 
when  it  has  been  necessary  for  the  Council  to  undertake  the  work  of 
clearing  and  cleansing  these  drair^* 
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REFUSE  COIjLECTIQN  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  responsibility  for  refuse  collection  and  disposal  rests  v/ith  the 
Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  Daring  the  year  the  tipi^ing  of  refuse  was 
transferred  from  the  Preston  tip  to  some  of  the  disused  workings  of  the 
Ace,  Sand  and  Gravel  Con^any  near  Ham  Road.  At  one  stage  it  was  necessary 
to  reopen  the  Preston  tip  for  a short  while  owing  to  difficulties  with  acces 
at  Oare . 

Dxjring  the  year  a pilot  paper  sack  collection  scheme  was  commenced  at 
one  of  the  Councils  housing  estates*  The  purpose  of  the  pilot  scheme  being 
to  see  v/hether  this  method  of  collection  can  be  carried  out  satisfactorily 
in  the  type  of  area  which  is  likely  to  be  experienced  in  the  Borough. 

Apart  from  one  or  two  minor  difficulties,  such  as  animal  damage  to  sacks, 
the  scheme  has  worked  well  and  has  been  appreciated  by  the  tenants  of  the 
houses  concerned.  There  is  no  doubt  that  from  a hygienic  point  of  viev; 
the  case  for  a paper  sack  refuse  collection  scheme  is  overwhelming. 


SCHOOL  SAITITATIQN 

No  conplaints  have  been  received  during  the  course  of  the  year  about 
the  sanitary  accommodation  in  schools  within  the  Borough*  The  accommoda- 
tion is  well  maintained  and  reaches  a good  standard. 


FJBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  public  conveniences  are  maintained  and  supervised  by  the  Borough 
Engineer  and  Surveyor*  A report  has  been  prepared  on  the  •verall  needs 
fl-nrl  on  the  present  position  public  conveniences  within  the  Borou^. 

In  order  to  provide  washing  facilities  in  accordance  vm.th  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations  a proposal  v/as  placed  before  the  Council  that  the 
public  conveniences  under  the  Tovea  Hall  should  be  closed  axid  nev/  lodcHip 
facilities  provided  for  the  people  v/ho  set  up  the  food  stalls  within 
the  market  area.  The  scheme  was  accepted  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the 
Town  Hall  conveniences  ’will  be  converted  to  the  lock-up  washing  facilities 
during  1962. 
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HOP  PICKERS  CAMPS 


The  two  hop  pidkers  can^js  at  Westwood  Coiart  Farm  and  Queen  Court 
Para  were  again  in  use  this  year*  The  number  of  pickers  continues  to 
decrease  and  it  is  anticipated  that  before  long  no  pickers  will  be  coming 
to  reside  in  the  camps  from  outside  the  area#  The  reason  for  this  is 
that  the  farmers  concerned  are  converting  over  to  mechanical  pi  deers  vj-hich 
only  require  a small  labour' force  and  this  can  be  recruited  locally# 


MORTUARY  ACCOMODATION 


Mortiiary  accommodation  is  provided  at  the  Cottage  Hospital  when 
required.

MILK 

There  were  three  premises  registered  as  dairies,  t\TO  of  which  have  past- 
eurisatioTi  plants#  They  are  supervised  by  the  Kent  County  Council, 
being  the  Pood  and  DxMgs  Authority  for  this  area. 

Retail  licences  granted  during  the  year  v;ere  29,  23  of  which  were 
for  the  sale  of  sterilised  milk. 

As  from  the  1st  January,  1962  retail  licences  will  no  longer  be 
issued  by  the  Borou^  Council  as  imder  the  Milk  (Special  Designation) 
Regulations,  I960,  this  duty  has  been  transferred  to  the  Kent  County 
Council# 

The  premises  concerned  v;-ill  continue  to  be  Registered  by  the  local 
authorities • 


IvEAT 


During  the  year  the  Plood  Lane  Slaughterhouse  continued  to  operate 
but  on  a reduced  scale#  It  was  used  by  the  local  Butchers  Slaughtering 
Association  fcr  the  supply  of  home  killed  meat  to  the  Paversham  area# 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  was  1,503  which  shows  a 
de-crease  of  2,104  over  the  previous  year. 


During  the  course  of  the  year  the  Slaughterhouse  Report  which  the 
Council  was  required  to  present  to  the  Minister  was  accepted  by  him  and 
the  operational  datevvas  then  given  as  the  1st  Januaxy,  1962#  The  slaughter- 
ing licence,  which  is  iia  existance  at  the  present  time  v/ill  not  expire 
ixntil  the  31st  March,  1962  so  that,  although  the  report  becomes  effect- 
ive on  the  1st  January,  slaughtering  va.ll  be  permitted  under  present 
conditions  until  the  end  of  March. 


A number  of  meetings  betv/een  the  local  Slaughtering  Association,  an 
architect  and  the  prospective  purchaser  of  the  premises  have  taken  place 
during  the  course  of  the  year. 
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The  proposals  of  the  local  Slau^tering  Association  were  that,  as 
they  had  no  wish  to  carry  out  the  considerable  amount  of  work  v/hich  was 
required  on  the  slaughterhouse  they  proposed  to  sell  the  premises  to  a 
meat  wholesaler.  This  v/holesaler  said  he  v\ras  prepared  to  carry  out  all 
the  necessary  works  and  icprovements  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Council. 
Following  these  discussions  firm  proposals  along  with  detailed  plans 
were  submitted  by  the  architect  enployed  by  the  proposed  purchaser  and 
I these  were  placed  before  the  Council  after  minor  amendments  had  been  made 
and  were  subsequently  approved  as  satisfying  the  requirements  of  the 
Slaughterhouse  Act  and  Regulations  made  thereunder.  The  premises  have 
now  been  purchased  by  the  person  concerned  and  early  in  19^2  he  pro~ 
poses  to  make  x^laiming  and  J^elaw  application  for  the  scheduled  repairs 
and  new  works. 

The  amount  of  meat  and  offal  condemned  during  the  year  which  iTas 
unfit  for  human  consunption  was  17  cwt.  74'2  lbs.  Table  XIII  shows  the 
particulars  of  the  animals  slaughtered  and  the  numbers  affected  by 
disease  of  one  sort  or  another.

GENERAL  PUHLIC  HEALTH  MOMS 


DISINIECTIQN  AND  DISINEESTATION 

There  v/ere  ten  cases  of*  scarlet  fever  last  year  and  visits  and  dis- 
infections were  carried  out  where  necessary. 

One  case  of  suspected  dysentery  was  notified*  Faecal  specimens  v/ere 
obtained  and  submitted  to  the  laboratory,  the  results  were  reported  as 
positive*  The  case  vras  then  treated  by  the  patients  ovm  doctor* 

Two  disinfestations  for  bed-bugs  and  six  for  fleas  were  carried  out. 
In  all  24.  rooms  were  treated* 

The  total  of  52  wasps  nests  were  dealt  with  during  the  year,  this 
was  considerably  more  than  in  I960* 

Diiring  the  late  autumn  many  Queen  wasps  were  Been  in  flight  and  the 
number  of  nests  next  year  will  no  doubt  increase.  If  these  nests  are 
reported  v/hilst  still  small  they  can  usually  be  dealt  with  by  one  treat- 
ment, otherwise  it  is  often  necessary  to  return  after  an  intervening 
period  to  cany  out  further  treatments. 


PET  ANIMALS  ACT.  1951 

Two  premises  v;ere  licensed  for  the  sale  of  pet  animals  during  the 
year*  They  continue  to  be  well  maintained  and  are  suitable  for  dealing 
with  small  animals  and  birds. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


The  same  arrangements  as  last  year,  the  department  have  the  service 
of  a part  time  operator  from  the  Council  * s Highway  Staff  * Table  XV  shows 
the  particulars  of  inspections  and  treatments. 

During  the  year  tests  and  baiting  of  the  tov/ns  sewers  was  undertaken. 
It  was  found  that  only  in  parts  of  the  town  was  there  any  rat  infestation. 
The  treatments  carried  out  appeared  to  be  successful

OFFEI^IVE  TRADES 

The  three  factories  continue  to  operate  near  Oare  Creek. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  mary  conplaints  were  received  about 
obnoxious  smells  in  this  factory  area.  Many  of  these  complaints  were 
received  on  days  when  the  wind  veered  to  the  North.  The  causes  for  the 
coo^vlaints  Virere  nan^'’  and  varied. 
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At  one  factory  Dr  Hockin’s  recommendations  v/ere  put  into  effect,  that 
is  the  non-condensable  gases  from  the  condenser  unit  were  passed  through 
the  fire  bed  of  the  boiler  plant.  This  system  undoubtably  reduced  the 
amount  of  obnoxious  gases  going  into  the  atmosphere. 

During  the  summer  months  the  conditions  were  aggravated  by  the  amount 
of  stale,  basic  material  v^hich  was  arriving  at  one  of  the  factories*  This 
in  conjunction  with  the  high  atmospheric  tenperature  v/hich  prevailed  at 
that  time  apparently  swanped  the  condenser  plant  v/hich  was  unable  to  cope 
with  the  amount  of  obnoxious  gas  being  passed  through. 

Many  meetings  and  discussions  took  place  between  the  owners  of  the 
factories  and  your  officers,  as  a result  further  modifications  of  the 
plant  at  one  of  the  factories  was  agreed  upon.  This  entailed  altering 
the  condenser  plant  and  re-routing  the  final  non-condensable  gases  from  the 
condenser  plant  to  discharge  beneath  the  fire  bed  of  the  two  boilers* 

It  vd.ll  not  be  known  for  sometime  whether  this  sytem  is  satisfactory  or 
v;hether  damage  is  being  done  to  the  solid  fuel  boiler  equipment,  but 
already  there  are  signs  that  the  two  boilers  cannot  cope  with  the  amount 
of  gas  being  passed  through. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  in  I96O  modifications  to  the  condenser 
plant  at  one  of  the  factories  was  carried  out  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note 
since  this  time  there  has  only  been  one  cocplaint  v/hich  can  definitely 
have  been  said  to  have  come  from  this  factoiy*  The  cause  of  this  par- 
ticular cocplaint  was  found  to  be  a faulty  filter  bed. 


UCMSED  PREIvQSES 

Dioring  the  year  some  progress  was  made  in  bringing  the  licensed  ]prem- 
ises  in  the  Borough  up  to  a reasonable  standard  of  hygiene.  The  previous 
year  it  had  been  found  that  only  four  out  of  44-  premises  could  have  said 
to  have  been  satisfactory  in  all  respects. 

One  of  the  brewers  in  the  tovm  has  undertaken  to  carry  out  all  the 
necessary  requirements  to  malce  their  houses  cocply  with  the  Pood  and 
hygiene  Regulations  and  Public  Health  Act. 

Negotiations  are  still  in  progress  with  the  ovmers  of  the  other  main 
brewery,  the  outcome  of  which  is  not  yet  known. 
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PETROLEUIvI 


Dioring  the  early  part  of  the  year  all  the  licensed  petrolemn  install- 
ations in  the  Borough  were  inspected.  Only  in  one  or  two  cases  was  it 
necessary  to  draw  the  owners  attention  to  minor  defects  or  infringements 
of  the  conditions  of  licence. 

The  recommendations  and  lists  of  defects  which  were  sent  out  in 
respect  of  38  installations  the  previous  year  have  been  coii5)leted  and  the 
further  work  required  by  the  items  referred  to  in  the  previous  paragraph 
have  now  been  con^pleted. 

Three  carbide  of  calcium  stores  were  inspected  and  found  to  con^jly 
vd-th  all  the  conditions  of  licence. 


FHISTORKS 


During  October  and  November  a number  of  visits  were  paid  to  owners 
of  shops  selling  fireworks.  In  general  the  regulations  were  being  conplied 
v/ith  and  it  was  only  necessary  in  two  instances  to  draw  the  attention  of 
the  shopkeeper  to  minor  infringements » 


SHOPS  ACTS 


During  the  coirrse  of  the  year  a start  was  made  on  inspecting  shops 
to  ensiire  that  they  y/ere  coniplying  v;ith  all  the  requirements  of  the 
Shops  Acts.  It  was  necessaiy  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  shop  keepers 
on  most  visits  to  the  lack  of  display  of  the  statutory  notices.  In 
general  the  question  of  hours  of  closing  and  hours  of  en5)loyment  were 
being  con^plied  with.

2.  UNFIT  HOUSES 

Last  year  the  five  year  slum  clearance  programme  was  cocpleted 
and  work  has  now  been  started  to  deal  with  the  foriy  or  so  houses 
which  are  loaown  to  be  of  very  low  standard,  and  which  were  not 
included  in  the  original  plan.
